NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Nearly one’ hundred telegraphic dispatches were sent 
during the past 24 hours from Governor's Island, the army headquarters of the De- 
partment of the East, to various points of fortifications along the seaboard from East- 


port, Me., to Galveston, Tex. ‘All of these fortifications, in which guns and mortars 
have been mounted, are under the control of Gen. Wesley Merritt, Commander of 
the Department of the East. erg | ot :

of the coast defense programme outlined several months ago. 3 

It-was learned from other sources.that orders had been received on the island on 
Friday night to send from Fort Wadsworth to Sandy Hook 20 men to clean the big 
guns in the fortifications there and to transfer considerable quantities of ammuni- 
tion. The same orders brought instructions to send 40 men from Fort Schuyler to 
Willetts Point, to clean the gufis there and to overhaul the ammunition. 

Fort Hancock, at Sandy Hook,. is also still in the hands of the army engineers 
and Ordnance Bureau. The efigineers.are constructing the placements for the guns 
and mortars yet to come, and when they complete, the work the Ordnance Bureau 
will have to set the guns and cafriages and test them before the fort can be regularly 
transferred to Gen. Merritt’s command. This work will not be finished until late in 
the spring, and the quarters for the artillery will not-be finished under the present 
programme until October. Not till then will Fort Hancock be an official reality. 

Two days ago the expert artillerist stationed at Governor’s Island, the man rec- 
ognized by army men as the most skillful artillerist in the country, returned from a 
tour of inspection of the fortifications from Boston to Charleston. 

The last place he visited was Fort Caswell, near Cape Hatteras. On his way 
back to Governor’s Island. he stopped at Washington and conferred with Secretary 
of War Alger. At Fort Caswell he found three high-caliber guns in splendid shape, 
which he did not know had been set up. He visited the Boston forts, the fortifica- 
tions at Dutch and Gull Islands, at the entrance to Long Island Sound; those at Fort 
Schuyler and Willetts Point; Forts Hamilton, Wadsworth, Hancock and Slocum; 
the fortifications on Delaware Bay ,and at other places down the coast. 


PORTLAND. Ore., Feb. 21.—Two coast defense guns for Scarborough Head, 
at the mouth ofthe Columbia River, on the Washington shore, have arrived here, 
and as soon as the excavation has beén completed they will be put in position. 

The guns are of 10-inch bore and weigh 70,000 pounds each. They are com- 
pafiion pieces of the guns recently set up at Fort Stevens, on the Oregon shore, and 
with those that are to follow will make the fortifications at the mouth of the Co- 
lumibia a formidable bar to the passage of a hostile warship. 


MANY OF THE PRESIDENT’S FRIENDS 
DISTURBED BY HIS PRESENT ATTITUDE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Now that the board. of inquiry has finally sailed 
there is noticeable a still stronger disinclination in offi¢ial circles to discuss, the news 
which comes from Havana through unofficial sources. No attempt, however, is 
made to disguise the belief which prevails that Sylvester Scovel’s explanation in the 
Post-Dispatch that the disaster was caused by the explosion of a submarine mine 
will prove absolutely authentic. 

“If we only felt certain that the wreck of the Maine would not be tampered with,” 
said one high official to me, “we would greatly prefer to have the investigation last 
three weeks rather than three days. Every hour ‘is precious and can well be em- 
ployed in preparing for the course which may be found imperative. This statement 
gathers increased importance as showing the dwindling hope of those good people 
who preferred to think that the disaster was accidental. 

The announcement is made that the President will go to Philadelphia and there 
deliver.an address before the faculty and the students of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania upon an educational subject. It-has made the most painful impression through- 
out Washington. It has been pointed out to the President by very sincere friends 
that the youths of Philadelphia as well as the rest of the country would be better 
edified by his silence than by any remarks that he might make apropos of the growth 
and flourishing condition of the country while the nation mourng the loss of 250 of 
its bravest defenders. It is especially criticised in naval circles that the President has 
failed to order a memorial service or meeting to be held in the national capital, which 
all the Government and naval officials might attend to show their appreciation of the 
services and their respect for the gallant dead. 

The effort to persuade the President from the Philadelphia trip has so far been, 
I am informed, without avail. 

Of course, this engagement was made before the disaster occurred, but to the 
minds of many this is no reason for not cancelling it now. 

Much anxiety is exhibited in administration circles as to the temper of Congress. 
Even the imperturbable Reed -is troubled. He has announced that even the most 
subservient of his followers are growing restive, and perhaps better than any one else 
he is aware of. how. easily those could be stampeded by a belligerency resolution. 
There is perhaps little danger of such a proceeding until after the Board of Inquiry 
has made its report, but then the outlook of those who desire perfect acquiescence 
on the part of Congress is not hopeful. 

There is no desire in any quarter to allow the terrible destruction of the Maine to 
become involved. with the long-standing and vexatious question of Cuba. Still, in 
these last few days discreet inquiries have been made by friends of Cuba of both parties 
as to what may be the much-talked-of and so carefully concealed policy of the ad- 
ministration upon this question, which is exerting such a_ paralyzing influence upon 
all our interests. 

The conclusion arrived at is that this famous policy is practically non-existent, 
unless the characteristic of the President to seek the point of least resistance and the 
shelter of the largest crowd can be dignified as a policy. * 

Not 5 per cent of either house is prepared to gu on record as voting against the 
liberation of an American pgople from the Spanish yoke, and when the report fr 
the Maine Naval Board has been received a’resolution of belligerency will be passed.

HAVANA FEASTS IN THE FACE OF DEATH; | | 
THE CARNIVAL AT THE CAPITAL BEGINS.

HAVANA, Feb. 21.—To-day the carnival is on. Streets teem with gaudy cos- 
tumes, masked women and richly horsed carriages filled with butterfly children. 
Confetti flies from joyous hand to the roysterer's face. All the while broad death 
barges are slowly towing along Havana’s water front filled with shapeless, awfully 
mangled forms of what a few days ago were sturdy American sailors. 

At night sensuous Cuban music will measure dancing feet on land. while the 
Maine’s remaining battlemast will stand a silent sentinel over mangled: American 
life and iron. | 

The Liberal, of Madrid, says the American jingoes claim the Spanish .don’t-really 
sympathize. If the jingoes could have seen the Alfonso XIII jacks pulling. the boats 
about under the dropping shell fragments to rescue American life they would see their 
mistake and be sorry for it. 

Capt. Sigsbee and the investigation board are going ahead. Within two days 
they should know whether or not the forward magazines exploded. That will tell 
the tale of accident or design. The Maine’s diver was sleeping in the after turret and 
went up through its top man-hole miraculously. The funnel was falling which now 
closes it. \ 

The feeling in Matanzas and Sagua was not as sympathetic as here over the ex- 
plosion. None of the seven foreign’ Consuls, all Spaniards, called upon American 
Consul Barker, or expressed regrets in any manner. The rest of the island as far as 
is known, was friendly, at least in official interchange of courtesies. Urgate, the 
Havana volunteer fireman who arrived at the water front immediately after the explo- 
sion, is said to have been publicly thanked by Gen. Lee. He will be decorated by 
the Spanish government. . 

Some Spanish sailors deserve the thanks of Congress. They remained in great 
danger long after Capt. Sigsbee called the boats off and saved several lives. 

Gen. Lee has finished officially thanking the city corporation for the burial of the 
dead, and has concluded with Capt. Sigsbee the formal visiting. 

Washington has also exchanged courtesies with Madrid and the ceremonies are 
over. But for the brave Spaniard, native Cubans and Americans who risked life to 
save white and black, something handsome should be done. If they are treated as 
well as the American tars here and Key West are caring for Capt. Sigsbee’s pug, 
Peggie, or marine cat, old Tom, they will be richly rewarded. The softest bed on the 
Fern is given up to the rescued cat. The brave marine orderly Anthony, assisted by 
the whole forecastle, is in attendance. Anthony says: 

‘Tom has always been a marine cat. He joined us 13 years ago. He was born on 
the old Brooklyn Navy Yard Monitor and came to us from the marine corps of the 
Minnesota. 

“Tom is a big tiger cat. One foot is slightly burned and he is yet scared. He won't 
move from his bunk, but the men say he will recover.” 

The Maine’s goat was so fortunate as to be taken seasick and left at Key West, 
where he now is a hero by the reflected glory of Sigsbee’s Peggy. 

Apart from the awful massiveness and significance and possibilities of the Maine 
horror, are. little things which make one’s throat tighten. A strapping fellow with 
bandaged eyes kept asking for “My chum, Bill_—He pulled with me in the Captain’s

He asked those around him to raise the bandages that he might look for “Bill.”

The body of Lieut. Jenkins who blindly went to duty and met the water has not 
yet been secured, So far 139 bodies have been recovered, Of these 36 have been 
identified. The others will occupy nameless’ graves. Those ‘identified to-day were 
Harris and Lund, out of nine. The Post-Dispatch has printed all the other names. 

A Havana paper asserts that 55 or 56 of the Maine’s crew were Spaniards. As-was 
cabled to the Post-Dispatch there were two sailors who were born on Majorca Island, 
which is Spanish territory. One of'them was killed and the other “was severely ini-

NAVALBOARD PLANS 
CHANGED AT WASHINGTON. 


Special to the Posti*Dispatch. ' 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—The naval court 
of fnquiry, appointed to investigate the 
Maine disaster, will begin its work at 
Havana to-day.“ sed 

This prompt action is doubtless due to 
express directions.from Secretary Long, 
sent after he had been shown the startling 
dispatches from Sylvester Scovel, the Post- 
Dispatch Havana correspondent, to have 
the investigation.begun at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The plan had been for the 
court to meet first at Key West, and, after 
doing so, to proceed to Havana. 

Secretary Long, however, decided that it 
would be better to have the inquiry begun 
on.the scene of the disaster immediately. 
The examination, Which is now in progress 
in Havana, is conducted by what is know 
as the board of investigation, which should 
be distinguished from the court of inguiry. 
The boafd of investigation is composed of 
Capt. Sigsbee and officers of the yen 
It is the same as the board of survey In the 


army, and one of its duties is to consider 
the question of the loss of property. 
Besides this, it will procure evidence to be 
laid before the board of inquiry. The board 
of investigation cannot determine anythin 
final. This duty devolves upon the boar 
of inquiry. It is the board of inquiry which 
is expected to decide the great question as 
to whether the explosion which wrecked the 
Maine was due to carelessness or negleet 
of any of its officers or was the work of 
a designing foe. 

No court of ilnquiry ever convened by the 
United States Navy Department has ever 
been burdened with a responsibility so 
grave, for upon Its findings a declaration of 
war may be made, 

The members of the court are sworn, as 
is the Judge Advocate, who, as executive 
officer of the court, procures evidence, ques- 
tions witnesses, conducts the inquiry upon 
behalf of the department and makes pre- 
Sentment to the court of ail that he can 
gather bearing upon the case, 

All witnesses are sworn and examined 
very much the same as in a civil court, The 
court of inquiry has the power to compel 
the attendance of such witnesses as are 
eonnected with the naval service, but can- 
not force the attendance of civilians or oth- 
ers not in the naval court, Congress has 
been asked in vain to grant that power to 
a naval court, 

The court of inquiry can go no further, 
however, than to recommend a courtmar- 
tial, As to whether or not the inguiry will be 
held behind closed doors rests with the Navy 
Department, and in thé absence of specific 
instructions the court acts in its own dis- 
cretion. It has been intimated that the in- 

iry may be secret, in order that this Gov- 
orinent may hear firat if the Spbanish Gov- 
ernment is ‘o be held accountable, It is not 
possible to estimate the time which will be 
consumed in the inquiry. It has en eastt-

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CRITICISM VS. SUCCESS. 

If the newspapers which do not keep up with 
‘the news would devote to news-gathering one- 
half the time and attention they give to criticism 
of newspapers that get and print the news, they 
would not be so far back in the tail-end of the 
newspaper provession. 

The policy of criticising instead of achieving 
brings a newspaper into a pitiable condition of 
Staleness and decay. It nips the infant enter- 
prise in the bud and drags the established jour- 
nal to ruin. 

St. Louisans have an example of the change 
that may be wrought ina newspaper by the sub- 
stitution of carping criticism for energetic and 
intelligent effort to get news. ‘lney have seen 
@ great newspaper, once a leader of journalistic 
enterprise, reveling in the fruits and glorying in 
the pride of achievement, fall into yellow deca- 
dence and decline and become a jaundiced 
snarler at the heels of its newspaper betters. 

It has so far fallen from its high estate that 
it has lost the means of getting the news. It 
is without news connections which would en- 


able it to command the news. Fortunately the 
great editor who built up this property is spared 
the humiliation of seeing its decline. 

As there are crises in the affairs of a people, 
which try men’s souls, so there are crises in the 
affairs of journalism which test the worth 
and vitality of newspapers. Under-such tests as 
that of the Maine catastrophe newspaper pre.

% The reports of Mr. Sylvesier Scovel, the spe- 
cial correspondent of the Post-Dispatch at Ha- 
vana. have set the pace for the news-gatherers 
on the scene of the Maine disaster.

IN CASE OF WAR. 

The destruction of the battleship Maine has 
aroused a‘ national interest in everything per- 
taining to warfare. To what extent are we pre- 
pared to fight? What agencies would be em- 
ployed? What is their destructive force? How 
are they operated? . 

All of these questions have been asked a mil- 
lion times since the Maine was destroyed. Never 
were they answered until yesterday. Then the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, in an exhaustive series 
of articles covering three pages, handled every 
detail of the matter, including the construction 
and operation of the various kinds of submarine 
mines, torpedoes and-other projectiles ;. the de- 
fense of the harbor of Greater New York, the in- 
terior arrangement of battleships and the inter- 
national possibilities of such a catastrophe as the 
destruction of the Maine.

The charge of pusillanimity made against the 
President for his untimely utterances with re- 
gard to mediation in Cuba does not rest on ex- 
pressions of hope that Spain and Cuba may come 
to an arrangement for the close of the war.

Recognition of the belligerency of the Cuban 
insurgents, with impartial neutrality towards 
both cambatants, is a matter of policy which we 
must decide for ourselves. It is not a just cause 
of war with Spain. 

When, therefore, we decline to take this action 
on account of the risk of war with Spain. and to 
avoid the possibility to make an offer df pur- 
chase, we confess to pusillanimity.

Gen. Booth in his Exposition address declined 
to admit a distinction between the social and 
spiritual work of the Salyation Army.

The Lenten fast is now observed as ob- 
ligatory by the Roman Catholic, the Angli- 
can, Lutheran and orthodox Greek Church- 
es. It is also observed as a matter of cnoice 
by memvers of other churches, who deem 
it profitable, in comme: moration of Christ's 
forty days’ fast, to pass @ season in peni- 
tence and preparation for the Easter feast. 

Lent varies in length in different parts of 
the church, its variation depending on 
whether Sunday only, or Saturdays also, are 
exempt from fasting. The Western church 
dates the period from Ash Wednesday, 
which is 46 days before Easter, but the in- 
tervening Sundays are not counted. It is 
said that Ash Wednesday is 60 called be- 
cause of Judas Iscariot’s treachery, and is 
connected with the custom in the Roman 
Catholic churches of sprinkling ashes that 
day on the heads of penitents. 

The name Lent was given in medieval 
times tc otner periods of fasting, such as 
the 40 days between Martimas, Nov. ll, and 
Christmas eve, which was called St. Mar- 
tin’s Lent, and another Lent preceded St.

By dispensation flesh meat fs allowed at 
the principal meal on all days of Lent ex- 
cept Wednesdays, Fridays, the Ember Sai- 
urday (March 6dth) and Holy Saturday 
(April 9th).

Custom sanctions the taking of a cup of 
coffee, tea or thin chocolate in the morning; 
and in the evening a collation which should 
not exceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal. At this collation meat only is for- 
bidden, the use of butter, cheese, milk and 
eggs being allowed in virtue of a Special 
Indult of the Holy See.

Disastrous Morning Fire on 
Franklin Avenue.

FIREMEN HAD A HARD FIGHT. 


The Fire Originated on the Third Floor 
and Burned So Fiercely That a 
Third Alarm Was 
Sounded. 


Charles Niedringhaus, president of the 
Niedringhaus House Furnishing Co., opened 
his big store at 1001-100 Franklin avenue at 
7 o’clock Monday morning and then walked 
a block down the street to buy a newspaper. 

When he returned a few minutes later 
there was a crowd in front of the store 
and smoke and flames were shooting out 
of the third-story windows. 

The store is one of the largest on Frank- 
lin avenue. It is three stories high, fronts 
60 feet on Franklin avenue and 200 feet on 
Tenth street. The company carries a stock 


of $110,000, consisting of furniture, carpets, 
stoves and genera] house furnishing goods. 

No one knows how the fire caught. Henry 
Keller, night watchman, who was relieved 
by Mr. Niedringhaus, said he made a tour 
of the building just before he opened the 
door for'his employer an@ there was then 
no trace of fire. He had ‘been in the rear 
part of the third floor, where the fire is 
supposed to have started, and everything 
was all right. That part of the building 
is used for the storage of reserved stock, 
and on account of its inflammable nature 
there is no heating apparatus, 

G. Bollinger, a barkeeper at the Wal- 
halla Hall saloon, just across the street, 
who turned in the alarm, says he saw a 
brilliant bo et 9 in the third floor rear 
and an instan®é later flames shot out into 
_the street. 

The flames increased in volume and rolled 
about in a strangely beautiful, though terri- 
fying, way. Franklin avenue for a block and 
a half east was like a furnace flue. A strong 
west wind fanned the smoke and flames, 
while the heavy laden atmosphere bore the 
sparks and flery smoke downward. 

The street at times would be in inky @irk- 
ness, the spectators and firemen choking 
from the smoke, and again it would become 
brilliantly lighted and unbearably heated. 

The big store was ali ablaze before the 
department could get its apparatus in readi- 
ness to fight the fire. Merchants and the 
tenement residents in the immediate vicin- 
ity were in fear. It looked as if the whole 
thickly settled district would be ignited. 
Merchants pPtood by nervously watching 
the fire fighting. It rained debris, electric 
wires were falling and tfle street was ankle 
deep with icy slush, but no one »seemed to 
notice it. 

Chief Swingley responded to the first call, 
and turned in the second and third alarms. 
He also sent one of his men to warn the 
family of Louis Schrader, tobacco dealer, 
who occupies the building adjoining on the 
west. Mr. Schrader had already been 
awakened and had taken his wife and chil- 
dren and an imvalid relative, Mrs. Schar- 
ner, to relatives, who live next door. 

The burning structure, covering a large 
area of ground, seemed to be entirely en- 
veloped in flames. There was smoke ana 
flames issuing from every window on the 
third floor, both on Tenth street and on 
Franklin avenue, 

The three alarms called out the water 
tower and three of the big ladder trucks. 
The wires were cut and the ladders erect- 
ed, but it’ was some time before they 
could be used. The flames would have en- 
veloped any one attempting to ascend. 
The firemen surrounded the structure and 
stood on the narrow street, the flames 
above and around them, until 9 a. m., when 
the mee of water brought the blaze under 
control, 

The Salvage Corps did remarkable work 

and it is probable that over one-half of the 
stock, valued at $110,000, has been saved. 
Charles Niedringhaus said that the loss 
would probably amount to $50,000 or $60,000. 
He was not quite certain. It might be less. 
Arthur Niedringhaus, his son, made a sim- 
ilar statement. The son etated that the 
building was valued at about $45,000. insured 
in various companies for $38,000. The stock, 
he said, was insured for $80,000. 
“It is impossible,”’ he said, ‘‘to tell now 
just what damage has been done by water 
to the poomn not touched by fire in the cel- 
lar and on the first floor.”’

FERGUS COYNE 


Claims Three Negro Women 
Held Him Up. 


FOUGHT FOR HIS PROPERTY. 


ONE OF THE NEGRESSES SAYS HE 
HAS BEEN COMING TO VISIT 
HER FOR WEEKS. 


HAD A BOTTLE OF WHISKY. 


She Says That After They Had Been 
Drinking Awhile He Provoked 
a Quarrel and She Shot 
Him. 


Fergus J. Coyne, who was found danger- 
ously wounded in a negro resort at 1211 
Lucas avenue, Saturday night, is In a 
critical condition at the City Hospital. 

His life hangs by a thread and the physi- 
cians have but slight hope for his recovery. 

Georgia Griffin, alias Coleman, the ne- 
gress accused of shooting him, ts locked up 
in the East St. Louis police station. She 
refuses to come to St. Louis without a 


requisition. 

Father McErlane administered the last 
sacraments to Coyne at the City Hospital 
Monday morning. During the solemn cere- 
monies the injured man’s wife knelt beside 
the bed, sobbing and praying. 

Coyne was extremely weak and told his 
version of the shooting with difficulty. 

He is a man of education, and apparent 
refinement. For several years he has been 
head bookkeeper and credit man for the 
Pittsburg Plate Glass Co., Twelfth and St. 
wg streets. He had charge of the office 
orce. 

Here is his story as he told it to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“IT worked late on the books Saturday 
night and left the office shortly before 8 
o'clock. I walked north on Twelfth street, 
intending to take Franklin avenue car for 
home. When I was between Morgan street 
and Franklin avenue three negro women 
stepped out of the alley. The one nearest 
the curb accosted me. I tried to pass her 
by stepping to the right, but she stood in 
front of me so that the only way I could 
pass her was to step into the muddy street. 

“The three women stood close together 
and when I tried to pass between them 
the woman in the middle grabbed my 
watch chain. She got the watch and be- 
fore I realized what had happened, the 
three women were running south on 
Twelfth street. I followed them. They 
turned west on Lucas avenue and went 
into a house. They tried to lock the door, 
but I pushed it open and entered the room. 
Some one hit me in the face, stunning me. 

“I heard two shots and felt a stinging 
pain in the head and on the side. I groped 
around the reom, trying to get out, until the 
police came. It seemed to me that was a 
long time after the shooting.’’ 

In. point of time Coyne’s story is at vari- 
ance w.th that of the police, who say the 
shots were heard shortly after 11 o'clock. 
and Coyne was found a few minutes later. 

According to Coyne’s statement ‘the shoot- 
ing must have occurred shortly after 8 
o’clock, and he must have been in the room

I began to think about bohar ar- 
rested and threw the gun in a corner and 
jumped out of the back window.

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“BE A BISHOP 


May Be Nominated to the See 
of Concordia. 


= 


MEETING OF BISHOPS CALLED. | 


THEY WILL ELECT A SUCCESSOR 
TO BISHOP BUTLER, WHO DIED 
BEFORE BEING INSTALLED. 


Archbishop Kain Will Make a Nomina- 
tion, and It Is Thought His 
Choice Will Fall on 
Father McCabe. 


The coming session of the Catholic bish- 
ops of the St. Louls Archdiocese may de- 
velope some surprises. The gathering will 
be held at the Kenrick Seminary, Eigh- 
teenth street and Cass avenue, and is 
ealled by Archbishop Kain to make nom- 
inations for the See of Concordia, Kan., 
which was made vacant by the death of 


the late Bishop Butler, who at the time of 
his elevation by Rome held an important 
pastorate in Chicago. . He died suddenly 
without his assuming his new honor. 

Archbishop Kain, by virtue of his being 
ordinary, is entitled to present a name for 
one of the nominees and the priests of 
this diocese are deeply interested ag to 
who from among their number will be 
deemed worthy of the honor and whether 
that one will receive enough votes from 
the bishops to elect him. 

Usually such a convocation indorses the 
selection made by an ordinary, but this will 
depend upon the ngme put forward by the 
Archbishop, and how well he happens to 
be liked by the voting bishops. If he is not 
acceptable the bishops can give him a com- 
plimentary. vote, call for another nomin- 
ation by the Archbishop, or name one them- 
selves. A hitch of this kind might prolong 
the session several days, or for that mat- 
ter weeks. 

If Archbishop Kain has decided on any 
name to present to the meeting, he is too 
diplomatic to mention it. As a mere matter 
of conjecture it is generally believed among 
the priests, as well as many lay members 
of the church in St. Louls, that Father 
James McCabe, rector of the Sacred Heart 
Church in North St. Louis will be orch- 
bishop Kain’s nominee. 

This belief is strengthened by the fact 
that the rector is closer to His Grace than 
any priest {n St. Louis; that he dines with 
him frequertly; that he was accompanied 
by him on his visit to Rome, and that he 
was flatteringly honored by being selected 
as one of the Archbishop's counsel. 

If th’'s is the selection it is predicted that 

there will be some opposition. Father Mc- 
Cabe has some enemies among the St. Louis 
priests who may try to exercise their in- 
fluence with the visiting bishops against 
him. 
It is possible that if a priest ls nominated 
the honor may go elsewhere. The priests of 
the Concordia Diocese may act independ- 
ently without consulting the feelings of the 
ordinary here at all. They have a right to 
make a noenination of their own if they fee! 
so inclined and submit it fo Rome without 
letting Archbishop Kain know anything 
about it. This would be regarded ase a 
stinging slap at His Grace, but it was done 
when Father Butler of Chicago was nomi- 
nated, and it may be repeated. A good deal 
of interest, therefore, centers in the gather- 
ing of bishops next Thursday. So guarded 
is the secrecy of meetings of this kind that 
the entire proceedings never reach the out- 
side world and sometimes the first informa- 
tion of the nomination and subsequent ap- 
probation by Rome comes from there. Some 
comment has been made of the fact that 
the session is not to be held at the Arch- 
bishop's hoene, but it is not believed to 
have any particular significance. On the 
first day of the meeting a dinner will be 
tendered to the bishops by the seminary 
officials,
